We are asking our membership to seriously consider running for a 
vacant office position. We expect up to two vacancies on the Board this year. I will not be 
running for re-election as President! I have served as Association President for 4 terms (8 
years), and I believe that is an all time record for holding this office. Additionally, I have 
served in all other Association positions, except Treasurer, for at least one term. It is time for 
change in our Association leadership and it is also time for me personally to reduce my 
involvement in numismatic organizations. Since I retired three years ago, numismatic 
responsibilities have restricted time I need for family affairs and our ability to go on extended 
trips.

To date we have not received any nominations for the 2016 “Ron Miller Award”, and | 
would like to remind all that nominations are due before the end of June 2016. Additionally, 
I would like to again remind members that the N.C.N.A. Board of Directors has established 
the “Gordon Russell Donnell Award”. This award will consist of a bronze medal with an 
image of Gordon on the obverse and a blank reverse, suitable for engraving the award 
recipient name. These medals are now available for distribution based on request by member 
Coin Clubs. This award is somewhat unique for the N.C.N.A., as it will be offered to 
N.C.N.A. member Coin Clubs (Max. 2 per year), to recognize “their” Club members who 
hopefully share the enthusiasm, ideals and numismatic spirit as exemplified by the late 
Gordon R. Donnell. This may be a very attractive way to recognize Coin Club members who 
have made significant contributions to the benefit of member Clubs or to our hobby in 
general. 


Included with this and all issues of “Heads and Tails”, is the updated N.C.N.A. Coin 
Show listing. This is provided as a service to our members. If your Coin Club has a Coin 
Show, please contact me as soon as possible to be included in our listing. Local Coin Clubs, 
along with State and national numismatic organizations often depend on income from their 
Annual Coin Shows for a majority of their operating budgets. Additionally, youth programs, 
coin hobby promotion events, journals and Club bulletins and educational programs to 
support our coin collecting hobby are often all dependant on funds generated by Coin Show 
activities. 


Please Note: Commercial Shows are now allowed on our Show List, provided that the 
show promoter is a N.C.N.A. member. As such, the member is allowed to list one Show per 
year. Additional shows may be listed but will require a $15 payment per Show listed. Your 
N.C.N.A. Board is hopeful of additional innovative initiatives to improve the services we 
provide our hobby.

MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 
Greetings! 


This NCNA HEADS AND TALES issue, May 2016, marks the milestone of thirty-five (35) years 
that Your Editor has edited and published NCNA HEADS AND TALES, starting back in April 1981. 


The world has spin many times in the past three and half decades, and the world, and us, has 
witnessed changes, some good and some, well, not so good. 


When NCNA HEADS AND TALES began, the only products offered by the United States Mint, 
reluctantly, were annual sets, restricted to a maximum of five per household, and medals. Now, the 
United States Mint, in a cliché, is the world’s largest coin dealer. Back in the early 1980s, our 
Association hosted one of the major national coin shows, attracting dealers----“‘the seldom seen”, to 
paraphrase our Founder, the late Denis N. Hooker----from around the entire nation at the legendary then 
named Jack Tar Hotel. Today, the Jar Tar, later renamed Cathedral Hill Hotel, is gone, replaced with a 
hospital expansion, and our Association, sadly, has not sponsored a coin show in years. When Your 
Editor began his 'baby steps' in creating the first issues of NCNA HEADS AND TALES, it was typed---- 
real old-fashioned typing----on an Underwood Upright Manual Typewriter! As this issue is being 
prepared, it is on a desk top PC, and that is already outdated! In 1981, one of the strongest coin club plus 
most important local coin shows was the now defunct Napa Valley Coin Club, which could attract a 
monthly attendance in excess of one hundred! The last time this Club met was in 1999. It is gone. 


One could ramble on and on, and the theme would be the same: ‘Change’. 


Yet, through these past thirty-five (35) years, the endurance, the continuum, remains our hobby, 
‘this world of money’. Our hobby remains: providing fellowship, comradeship: opportunity to being like 
and kindred hobbyists together, and education and enhancement of one's understanding of the world and 
history. These assets----and these are ‘the jewels’ of our hobby----endure and continue. 


Little of what is editorialized here shall remain and quickly be buried into the local recycling 
collection within a few days or even quicker, a few hours. 


But, our hobby---- ‘this hobby of kings and king of hobbies’----persists through whatever has 
happened and shall happen. 


On Highway 37, at Lakeville Road intersection, there is a large billboard sign promoting the well- 
known northern California contractors, the Ghilotti Brothers, and it reads ‘Through Seven Wars, the Great 
Depression, and the Great Recession, Quality Endures’. 


Closing, to paraphrase this billboard, and to commemorate, this Thirty-Fifth (357) Anniversary, 
1981—2016, the liberty taken will be to alter ‘quality’ with ‘numismatics’: ‘Numismatics Endures’.
